PEKING (AP) - They 
said 


they were going to show me the 
bad and the indifferent along 
with the good, and in their 
choice of industrial plants for 
me to visit, the Chinese author- 
ities kept their promise. 


I have visited 11 industrial 


establishments, and within my 
limited ability to judge such 
matters have rated three of 
them good, four indifferent and 
four bad. 


To the layman's eye, it seems 


clear that the type of industry 
at which the Chinese are best is 
the one that involves a continu- 
ous process — feeding raw ma- 
terial in at one end and getting 
finished products at the other. 
Once your plant is built and 
your flow of material estab- 
lished, it either works well or it 
doesn't work at all. 


Top Rating 


Top rating goes to the No. 3 


textile factory in Peking, the 
Peking coke and chemical fac- 
tory, and the cable factory in 
Shenyang. 


These three 
establishments 


radiated an efficiency and a 
sense of purpose. 


The coke and chemical plant 


has the straightforward job of 
converting coal into coke for 
industrial use, and producing 
gas for Peking. 


A million tons of coke a year 


are produced, along with gas, 
coal oil, benzol, ammonium sul- 
phate, sulphur and photographic 
hypo. The plant's coal comes 
from mines within 150 miles of 
Peking. 


With the aid of numerous 


steam locomotives, it seemed to 
be doing everything claimed for 
it, and in a businesslike fashion. 


Textile Factory 


The textile factory was in- 


dustrial China at its best — or 
perhaps at its worst, in the view 
of textile manufacturers in oth- 
er countries who have to com- 
pete with it. Women make up 66 
per cent of the work force of 5,- 
700. It seems safe to say that 
never have so many made so 
much material. 


Eighty thousand spindles are 


at work here, and 3,200 automa-

Little Handwork 


Hand labor is minimal. Six 


hundred spindles per worker 
used to be considered good, but, 
now each worker tends 1,200 
spindles. 
The old quota for 


looms was 24 to a worker — now 
it's 32. 


The average wage is the 


equivalent of about $35 a month, 
with numerous fringe benefits 
including a maternity hospital 
and a maternity leave of 56 
days. Mothers get an hour off a 
day to breast-feed babies less 
than 8 months old. 


Mrs. 
Wang 
Sho-chin, 
who 


showed me around, was easily 
the most competent factory offi- 
cial I have encountered in my 
travels. But with something as 
good as this textile factory to 
show, she could hardly miss. 


Almost as impressive was the 


cable factory in Shenyang in 
Manchuria — another continu- 
ous-process operation where the 
machines never stop. 


Heavy Work 


There is quite a bit of heavy 


work and only 25 per cent are 
women in a force of 4,500. Much 
of the machinery is Russian, but 
Chinese workers and techni- 
cians seem to master their jobs. 
Their claims to have improved 
on Soviet techniques seem well- 
founded. 


Yeh Sen, assistant director, 


said the withdrawal of Soviet 
technicians and material in 1959 
had hurt output — particularly 
the loss of Soviet supplies vital 
to the manufacturing process. 
Domestic 
supplies 
were 
ar- 


ranged eventually. 


To judge by the amount of 


finished cable stored around the 
factory buildings — including a 
lovely garden filled with the 
stuff — the factory is turning 
out cable faster than the rest of 
the economy can put it to use. 


The 
industrial 
plants 
that 


seemed to me to be doing less 
than their best include a ma- 
chine tool factory in Peking, the 
great iron and steel complex at 
Anshan, and two plants in Har 
bin — one making ball bearings 
and the other turning out meas- 
uring and cutting tools. 


Not Inefficiency 


It was not a question of ineffi- 


ciency so much as a vague feel 
ing of aimlessness — of going 
through 
motions 
taught long 


ago, without, any sense of real 
purpose on the part of manage- 
ment or workers. 


The No. 1 machine tool facto- 


ry in Peking turns out metal 
milling 
machines, 
employs 


more than 4,000 workers, and 
claims to produce 2,400 machine 
tools a year. How they could 
achieve anything like that out- 
put at the pace I saw is quite 
beyond me. Everybody seemed 
to be pottering about on his 
own, endlessly sharpening chi-

China's Second Bomb 


There is as yet no indication that 


China's second atomic bomb explosion has 
served to make the Peking 
government 


more responsible in world affairs. China 
arrogantly turned down proposals by India 
for cease-fires in Viet Nam and some sort 
of policing of border areas by African and 
Asian nationals. 


But the second explosion would appear 


to bring us that much closer to a war in 
which some sort of nuclear weapons may 
be employed. And China is now almost as 
vulnerable to attack with such weapons as 
are the United States, Soviet Union and, to 
a lesser degree, Great Britain and France. 


It would be difficult for the United 


States to use nuclear weapons against a 
foe. such as the North Viet Nam, which 
does not also possess nuclear power. The 
prohibition is in great part emotional .just 
as the opposition to any form of gas is 
emotional as the recent uproar over United 
States use of a non-fatal form of tear gas 
against, the Viet Cong indicated. Last fall 
when Senator Goldwater remarked that 
some 
strategic 
nuclear 
weapons 
were 


really conventional there were all sorts of 
hysterical denunciations. 


But a nation which possesses nuclear 


power—and is as aggressive as is Red 
China—could 
be 
in 
a very 
dangerous 


position. Secretary of Defense McNamara 
this spring suggested the possibility of an 
attack upon the United States by a nation 
with ''primitive" nuclear resources which 
rould only mean Red China. More recently 
he has discussed possibilities of setting up 
an anti-missile system for a measure of 


protection against Buch an attack by Red 
China. There have been suggestions that 
the United States announce to Red China 
that we are going to destroy its present 
nuclear power and then do so with as small 
a loss of life as possible. With the current 
hard line in Washington and continued 
Chinese rejection of efforts to mediate the 
Vietnamese conflict, there could be more 
support generated for such a drastic move. 


According to various reports of foreign 


newsmen in China and interpretations by 
scientists, the Chinese probably will soon 
be 
constructing nuclear weapons. One 


American 
physicist 
estimates 
that 
a 


Chinese gaseous diffusion plant now built 
could produce one medium size 
atomic 


bomb a month 
and 
perhaps step up 


production to two a month. Obviously this 
is dangerous matter. 


But

Chinese explosion, even from some of the 
Asian and African peoples China is trying 
to lead into an anti-Caucasian crusade, has 
put. China on the defensive. The 
official 


announcement 
of

explosion 
from 


Peking said the activity was to strengthen 
"national defense. . .and world peace. 
China is developing nuclear weapons solely 
for defensive purposes. China will never be 
the first to use nuclear weapons. . .The 
Chinese government and people will, as 
always, continue to strive for the noble 
aim 
of 
the 
complete 
prohibition 
and 


thorough destruction of nuclear weapons." 


As long as China continues its present
